SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Strafford :— 


Again we have come to the end of another fiscal year, 
and it becomes our duty to again render an account of our 
stewardship. 

The several schools in town opened under the same 
teachers as at the close of the previous year. Their methods 
of instruction and discipline, with their success and failures 
in the several schools are a matter of history, and but two or 
three changes were made in the second term. 

Taken as whole, we feel that marked progress has been 
made in the various branches taught. 

It is true that we cannot say, as we wish we could, that 
every school had been all we could desire. 

We might in this report present criticisms of some of 
our teachers, while of others we could justly speak words of 
commendation, but we forbear.
